However, he bowed to Mrs. Kennedy’s 
wishes and did chop out some parts of the 
book. She was interested, he told friends-, in 
making sure “that history would not have an 
unkind view, of her husband.” 

In all, about 90,000 words were cut, though 
author Fay claims that a lot of this was elimi- 
nated because the publisher felt the book was 
too long. 

“Seventy-five percent of the things that 
were modified at Jackie’s request, I agree with 
now, says Fay. But he didn’t agree at the time. 


Jim Bishop, as previously reported in this 
olumn, got a stern letter from Mrs. Kennedy, 
rho at first pleaded, then demanded that he 
ot write a book about the assassination. Bish- 
p also found that every source close to the 
ite President had been instructed by Mrs. 
iennedy not to talk. 

On top of this, it’s now revealed that Paul 
. Fay, Jr., Mr. Kennedy’s Under Secretary of 
le Navy, had his book “The Pleasure of His 
ompany,” examined by five Kennedys or 
leir censors and that Sen. Bobby Kennedy, 
dually had a secret agreement with the pub- 
sher that he, Kennedy, would have the final 
uthority as to what would be in the book. 

Fay was one of President Kennedy’s close 
ersonal friends, having served with him on 
le famous PT boat in the South Pacific. Dur- 
ig the latter part of Fay’s 21-year friendship 
ith Mr. Kennedy, the late President himself 
iggested to Fay that he keep notes on their 
ssociation and write a book. 

Fay did so. And after lie assassination, 
3bby Kennedy helped him get a publisher, 
arper and Row. But when the manuscript 
as finished— about 190,000 words— and it went 
Mrs. Kennedy, she was “not totally 
eased.” 

She had it read by her old friend. Prof. Ken- 
;th Galbraith at Harvard, who liked it; plus 
i Reed, Ted Nash and Ed McDermott. Finally 
was read by Bobby Kennedy, who objected 
certain passages. It was at this point that 
i y discovered Bobby had a side agreement 
ith the publisher to have last word as to 
hat would be in the book. Thi s was revoked 
’ Fay.
